The first license issued to EQW was 
for 360 meters with no power specified. Verie signed by Pred Ruegg. KTMS 
uses directional antenna up and down. the coast. EPRO verifies with glos- 
sy post card showing theiz xmitter and antenna. KFRE uses the old KAR 
facilities. KNIT also verifies with a2 unique card. Well enough for Calif- 
ornia but will have more recent info on radio stations from other sta- 
tions soon in the future.

The Board of Directors only have the power to change Aules or sdd new 
ones. This may only he done by 4 2/3rds majority. All Contests must be 
appreved by the Hoard of Directors. 

fl], correspondance recelved by ANY OFFICIAL or WEMBER of the NHC with 
the heading OFFICIAL BUSIKESS must be held strictly confidential. Any in—- 
fraction of this Rule will be delt with by the Hoard of Directors. 

The Board of Directors ONLY have the power to remove or expel OFFICEHKS 
and MEMBERS. This must be done in a fair manner and o copy of the compla- 
int must be Sent to the effected person by the Board Chsirmaon. 

Should a member Include in his DX report any item which the Editor be-— 
Llieves would not be for the best interest to the NAC if published,he has 
the right to eliminate such item but must give the member his reasons. If 
the member is not satisfied he may appenl to the Board of Directors ,whose 
decigion will be final. 

The Editor has tha right to appoint eny associate Editor he sees fit 
and who would benifit the National Radio Club. 

The CPC Chairman is only selected when the present Chairman either wish 
es to resign from his azsignuent or when the Bosrd feels that a change 
will benifit the NHC. The CPO Cyairman does not need be @ Board Member. 
The CPC Cheirman and Editor shell work hend in hand and the Board shall 
not interfere unless they feel that the CPC is not being conducted in a 
puginess like manner cr hindering the National Radio Club, 

Dues of the NRC shall be $2.00 per yonr and sent to Club HO when due. 
ALL OFFICERS and MEMBERS are required to pay dues which entitles them to 
44 issues of the Official Club Evlietin known as "DA NEWS" which shall be 
gubLished 34 times ench year by the Editor. In cases of War or insufficier 
nnteriel ot other emergencies the Editor with: permission of the Board of 
fdrectors mey change the number and times of lssues which normally are 
weekly from Octoker to the last saturday in March,Twice in “pril. and jept- 
amber and once a month each in May-June-July-August. When an OFFICER or 
Wegber faille to pay dues he will be removed from the membersnip rolls of 
the KAC snd the DX NEWS will not be sent hin.

RULES FOR THE 1943-1944 N RC BCH CONTEST 


1 This contest shall be known as the 1943-1944 NRC BCA Contest. It Shall 
be a milage systeu,in which any broadcast station in the WORLD on 540 
kes and up to and including those on 1600 kes will be eligible to be 
entered if verified, regardiess of milage. However if a contestant veri- 
fies any of the stations Which are in the same city in which he resides 
they will be counted as being 1 mile dkstant. All NAC Special Programs 
will be eligible and their milage will be counted as twice their ori- 
Binal distance and they can be Verified as many times as they have 6p- 
ecial Programs which are dedicated to the HRC, and if verified for 
those specific programs. These stations can also be verified at anoth— 
er tlme but they will only be counted as thelr regular milage. 

2 All stations submitted to be eligible for this contest must be VERIFIED 
for reception on or after October 1 1943 and up to and including MARCH 
31 1944. However any FOREIGN station und those broadcasting a SPECIAL 
‘PROGRAM and DEDICATED to the NRC on or after SEPTEMBER 1 1943 will be 
eligible, However this does not include vories from stations in CUBA 
MEXICO and CANADA for SEPTEMBER unless they are WRC Specials. MARCH 31 
1944 Will remain as the closing date for all stations. Contestants will 
be allowed until July § 1944 to get all their entrys into the Contest 
Wanager for the final results which will be published in the bulletin 
of July 15 1944 along with the winners, No verles will be accepted 
after July 8 1944 to be eligible for this contest. 


3 The Contest Manager shall be Fred Van Voorhees, 155-16 17th Ave,, 
Woaitestone, N.Y.,and any assistant that he may desire to appoint. He 
will be sole Judgs and may at any time during the contest or before 
the final results are determined to call in any or all ¥eries that he 
may deém necessary in order to determine their eligibility. 


4 All persons who are members of the National Radio Club are eligible, 
and who 1s in good standing,which he must maintain through the entire 
contest in order to be eligible for = prize. 


5 811 members entering this contest must send to the Contest Manager 
Twenty-Five cents (25¢}> along with his notice of participating in the 
contest ond it must be received on or before November 1 1943. In Cases 
where a new member wishes to enter this contest they will send Twenty-= 
Five cents (25¢) along with their notice of participntion to the Con- 
test Manager not later than Thirty Days (30) after they have become an 
HAC Member. 


6 All money take in for entrance fees will be used for Prizes ang a list 
of them will be published as soon after November 1 1943 as possible. 
All money received from new members joining &his contest after that 
date will be added to the Prizes. The First Prize shall not excede 
Two Dollard (2.00). Any member wishing to make a donation toward the 
Prizes can do so and it will be grently appreciated. 


7 Standings will be published once @ month in "DX NEWS" and the final 
Standings wlll be published in the July L5th or July 2énd 1944 issue 
of the Bulletin.
